PACK YOUR EGGS NOW 

Waste of Eggs Unpatriotic. 

Egg specialists from the Ken- 
tucky Food and Drug Department 
and the United States Department 
of Agriculture are scheduled to be 
in Mt. Sterling on June 0 for the 
purpose of conducting a practical 
egg handling demonstration. This 
is free and open to all persons in 
the community who wish to learn 
the best methods in handling eggs. 

The purpose of these demons! ra- 
tions is to aid the farmers, buyers, 
and shippers in cundling, packing, 
and grading of eggs so they may 
bring better prices and meet the 
requirements of the laws affecting 
the sales of eggs. 

Estimates show a loss of over 
13,000,000 each year in Kentucky 
due to poor handling of eggs. But 
more important than the money loss 
in food that is now needed for our 
people and our allies. Food will 
help win the war. Any person al- 
lowing food to spoil is unpatriotic. 
The demonstrators will show how 
this waste can be prevented and 
our food supply increased. 

At this meeting which is one of 
a series being held throughout Ken- 
tucky, people attending will learn 
how to tell good, stale, heated and 
bad eggs by candling and how to 
make cheap yet satisfactory egg- 
caudlers. Each visitor can do ac- 
tual candling if he desires. 

Posters wjH be placed, giving the 
exact time and pluce of the meet- 
ing. The men who are giving these 
demonstrations are W. G. Terrell, 
representing the Kentucky Food 
and Drug Department ami Allen M. 
Barry of the Food Research Lab- 
oratory of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture.

LOAFERS MUST 
GO TO WORK 

New Law Requires All From Ages 
of I S to 60 to Work at Least 
36 Hours Per Week. 

"Why stand ye here .diet" 
This question is on the tongues 
of the police officers of Mt. Sterling 
and Montgomery county. When on 
.Tune 20 the lnw becomes effective 
which was pnssed by the State Leg- 
islature and requires all able bodied 
men between the nges of 10 and 00 
to work 36 hours n week, the query 
will he nsked of all who take their 
case. 

There is to be no more rest for 
the habitually weary. The leisure 
class on and after that eventful 
-I ii 1 1 c SO, will become "wanted by 
the police." The hum of the tune- 
ful idler must give way to the hum 
of industry. The setting sun of the 
sitting son of Mt. Sterling, is at 
hand. And woe be unto the mnn 
who writes another Apology for 
Idlers. 

With the effectiveness of the new. 
statute, officials say they intend to 
eliminate vagrancy. 

Another phase is presented in 
the matter. "Idle" is a German 
word — the dictionary gives its de- 
rivation from the Teutonic "eitel." 
And idling is a pro-German activ- 
ity — or rather inactivity. The State 
law says this. The Council of Na- 
tional Defense has begun steps for 
its prevention. The police officials 
of county and city arc present to 
enforce the law and heads of the 
departments stated that this would 
be done to the utmost. 

County Judge Karl W. Senff says 
thill no efforts will be spared in the 
campaign to have all men and the 
big boy loafers about town and in 
the county engage in some labor, as 
B wartime necessity. 

Heretofore the vagrancy violation 
only referred to persons with no 
visible means of support. Now 
money is no object, hut work is, the 
officials say. The rich and poor, 
old and young, high and low, must 
work just the same. 

From June 20, there will be hut 
two classes of men, according to 
the new law — workers and shirkers. 
And for sins of omission the same 
penalty must he paid the same us 
for sins of commission. 

T EXT OF THE NEW LAW 
Following is the text of the State 
law, which gives full facts concern- 
ing the requirements made of all 
able bodied men during the period 
of the war: 

"Section 1. It is hereby declared 
to be the duty of every uble bodied 
male resident of this State, between 
the uges of 10 and 00 years, to ha- 
bitually and regularly engage in 
some lawful, useful and recognized 
business, profession or employment, 
whereby he may produce or earn 
sufficient support for himself ami 
those dependent on him. 

"Section 2. From the time this 
act becomes effective, and thence- 
forward until six months after the 
termination of the present war. be- 
tween the Tinted States of America 
and the Imperial German Govern- 
ment, all able bodied malu residents 
of this State between the ages of 
l(i and 00 except bona-fide student* 
during school term, who shull re- 
fuse to regularly engage for at 
least 36 hours per week in some 
lawful or recognized busmen*, pro- 
fession, occupation or employment, 
whereby he may contribute to the 
support of himself and those l.gnll\ 
dependent upon him, shall be held 
to be u vngrunt within the meaning 
and effect of this uet and shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. Cpou 
conviction the defendant shull be 
fined not less than $30 or more than 
$100 for each offense. As a part 
f such punishment and sentence 
such offender shall be by the triul 
court forced to work not exceeding

I'rosecutions hereunder shall be in- 
stituted and conducted as other 
criminal prosecutions and in no case 
shall the possession by the accused 
of money, property or income suffi- 
cient to support himself and those 
legally dependent upon him he n de- 
fense to any prosecution under this 
act. In no case shall the claim by 
the accused of inability to obtain 
work or employment be a defense 
to it proMCtttioa hereunder. 

"Section 3. All county judges, 
justices of |>eace, mayors and po- 
lice judges within the State are 
hereby given jurisdiction to try and a 
punish all offenders under this act, I p 
or such prosecutions may be by in- !
